D. Steele, wh o fav ored th e 
election of a h ome woman. 
Mrs. Strong and h er assistant. 
Miss Lu tie Smith , of th e present 
library staff, will continu e to per­ 
form th eir 
respectiv e 
du ties, as 
th eir terms do not ex pire u ntil nex t 
Ju ne.

Miss 
Smith was a resident of 
Au rora, 111., bu t is at present em­ 
ploy ed h i th e state library of New 
Y ork at Albany . 
Sh e is a gradu ­ 
ate of North w estern u niv ersity at 
Ev anston, 111., h av ing taken th e 
degree of Ph . B. 
Afterwards, sh e 
took th e regu lar two y ears’ cou rse 
in th e library sch ool of th e U ni­ 
v ersity of N ew \ ork, and gradu ­ 
ated th ere with th e degree of L. S. 
B. as an h onor gradu ate. 
Th e adv ice of Mr. F. IL Grü n­ 
den, librarian in St. Lou is, was 
taken u pon th e time and labor nec­ 
essary to make a proper card cata­ 
logu e of th e Sedalia library .

Ev ery patron going into th e 
library will h av e before h im th ese 
card catalogu e cases, wh ich will 
giv e h im complete knowledge of 
ev ery book on 
th e sh elv es, by 
eith er title, au th or or su bject m at­ 
ter. 
A person desiring to inv estigate 
any special su bject, 
as, for in­ 
stance, Electricity , Road Bu ilding, 
Mu sic, Japan, Ch ina or th e Ph il­ 
ippines, will find all th e books in 
th e library grou ped u nder th ose 
su b-div isions and can immediately 
command th e entire resou rces of 
th e library on th e su bject to be in­ 
v estigated. 
On th e oth er h and, any one h av ­ 
ing read a work of an au th or can, 
by stepping to anoth er case, find 
ev ery work by th e same au th or on 
sh elv es; or h av ing seen a notice or 
h eard of a book, can, in a moment, 
step to th e dictionary card case and 
ascertain wh eth er th e liook is in 
th e library . 
As a matter of fact, th e library 
is now in a state of confu sion and 
h as no order, meth od or sy stem. 
Books are known to be on th e 
sh elv es wh ich cannot be fou nd. 
Books are worn ou t and are no 
longer in 
th e 
library , 
bu t 
th e 
printed list sh ows th em and th ey 
are called for.
